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HAIL CAUSES HEAVY 
LOSSES EVERY YEAR 


“Ice From 
the Sky” 
De- 
scribed by Authority. 


New 
York.—That 
hail 
causes 
damage running into millions of dol­ 
lars annually, many people may 
know. 
That 
it 
has 
sometimes 
changed the course of history, others 
m ay know. But what is hail! That 
few know the correct answer to this 
question, is safe to assert. To most 
people, anything that descends from 
the skies in icy form is hail. But is 
it! 
“ The biggest hailstone thus far on 
record for the United States fell at 
Potter. Cheyenne County, Nebraska, 
July 6, 1928. It was i7 inches in 
circumference and weighed a pound 
and a half,” according to Charles 
Fitzhugh Talman, who, in ‘‘Natural 
History,” published by the Ameri­ 
can Museum, writes about ice from 
the skies. 
Big Ones in India. 
“ India is tile home of big hail­ 
storms and of big tales concerning 
them. Many of these storms have 
cost from half a dozen to a dozen 
human lives, one is supposed 
to 
have killed 84 people, and another 
is known to have killed three times 
that number.” Mr. Talman adds 
that Indian hailstones assume re­ 
mail.; hie sizes, but he does not 
take too seriously the report of one 
said to have been the size of an 
elephant, winch took three days to 
melt. 
“ Judging from the meager data 
we possess concerning the max­ 
imum violence of thunderstorm up­ 
drafts, it would seem that some­ 
thing less than five pounds is tile 
extreme possible weight of a bail- 
stone, while a two pound hailstone 
would deserve a place in a museum 
if it could be preserved there. 
“ A hailstorm is always confined to 
a relatively 
small 
area — much 
smaller than that of the thunder­ 
storm of which it is an episode-— 
though its narrow track may be 
hundreds of miles in length. Thus 
it happens that ; 'though a great 
many destructive hailstorms occur 
every year, the rn uority of human 
beings never ext o.aence one in the 
course of their lives.

Washington, D. CU—North Ameri­ 
ca’s highest peak—Mt. McKinley in 
Alaska, rising to an altitude of 20,- 
300 feet—has, for the first time, been 
photographed intimately from the 
air. 
The pictures, both still and in 
motion, were 
taken 
by Bradford 
Washburn, leader of the National 
Geographic society’s Mt. McKinley 
expedition sent to Alaska last July, 
who has just made a preliminary 
report to the society’s headquarters 
here. Some of the photographs were 
made on infra-red-scnsitive film. 
In a series of four flights from 
the Pan American Airways base at 
Fairbanks, Alaska, Mr. 
Washburn 
succeeded in photographing a vast 
expanse of the rugged terrain be­ 
tween Mt. McKinley and Mt. Hayes. 
Use Infra-Red Ray. 
The pictures reveal the highest 
territory under the American flag. 
They also mark the first use, in the 
region, of infra-red ray photogra­ 
phy, which makes it possible for the 
same photograph to show the town 
of Fairbanks and the white sum­ 
mits of Mb McKinley and its re­ 
lated peaks projecting above the 
j horizon more than a hundred miles 
I away across a haze obscured plain. 
The infra-red photographs show 
why Mf. McKinley can claim one 
of tho greatest heights, trop. top to 
j bottom, among the world’s moun- 
! tains, sine e it rise s 20,000 feet from 
a level plain almost without foot- 
; hills. Mt. Everest, although 29.000 
feet above sea level, actually rises 
I only about 10,000 feet above a lofty 
I plateau region.

G reek and Rom an H ouses 
Proficiently A rranged 
The 
arrangement of rooms 
in ' 
both the Greek and Roman house J 
was carried to a point of profi- j 
ciency, that has rarely, if ever been I 
excelled, says a writer in the New j 
York Sun. 
In every respect, except j 
for electricity, central heating and ; 
mechanical 
devices, 
the 
better j 
houses of these two earlier civiliza- I 
tions had about everything which 
the more recent house has. 
With a 
few extra servants, we could live 
just as comfortably in their homes * 
as in our own. 
Heating was a problem, but both 
the Greek and the Roman met 
changes in seasons ingeniously. 
In 
the up-to-date house in the time of 
Augustus there were enough rooms 
to follow the sun around the house. I 
Romans, who were the technolo­ 
gists 
of 
antiquity, 
reduced 
the 
proper exposure for Roe different 
rooms to a formula; the special pur­ 
pose to which each room served, re­ 
quired a different exposure, suited 
to convenience, and to the position 
of the sun. 
The principles which 
they set down can be, and often are 
applied in the orientation of the 
later house. 
Winter dining rooms and bath­ 
rooms were in the southwest part 
of the house for the reason that 
they need the evening light, and 
also because the setting sun “fac­ 
ing them with all its splender, but 
with abated heat, lends a gentle 
warmth to that quarter in the eve­ 
ning.” 
Bedrooms and libraries had 
an eastern exposure, because their 
purposes 
required 
the 
morning 
light; furthermore, books in such 
libraries were less subject to decay. 
If libraries 
were on the south, 
books would soon be ruined 
by 
worms and mildew. 


Champ to Appear at Exposition 
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M ay A p p le, or M andrake 
L egends of Rom an O rigin 
Because the May apple also is 
called a mandrake, the Old world 
legends about mandrakes are oft­ 
en associated with it. 
These leg­ 
ends 
go back to Roman times 
when the mandrake root was con­ 
sidered a good luck charm. Old 
books, states a writer in the De­ 
troit 
Free 
Press, 
contain 
very 
specific directions for digging up 
the roots of the mandrake so that 
a maximum of good luck may be 
derived from it. One of these old 
accounts reads: 
‘‘Tie a dog to the plant while it 
is being dug. 
V/hen it is being 
dug, the dog will give a great 
shriek, for if a man should dig the 
plant alone, he Will die in a short 
space after.” 
At one time Englishmen provid­ 
ed a good market for mandrake 
roots. 
People who sold them pre­ 
tended that these roots had the 
power 
of 
increasing 
whatever 
money was placed near them. Sel­ 
lers claimed that the roots grew 
nowhere else but 
in 
China and 
were 
brought 
to 
England 
with 
great risk and danger. 
.Vs a m at­ 
ter of fact, the mandrakes were 
growing right in England's own 
fields.

zens do, and each of them is free to 
return to the life and business of 
the world at any time. 
It is not un­ 
common for Belgian women to go to 
these nunneries for a few months, 
spending their days in making lace 
' and carrying out religious devotions, 
then to return home to their old 
household tasks.

SIMPLE SPELLINGS 


lexicographer Also Sought 
Uniform Pronunciation. 


New York.—If Noah Webster, fa­ 
mous for his dictionaries, had had 
his 
w ay, 
“ character” 
would 
be 
spelled “ karacter,” “ chorus” would 
be “korus,” and “ m achine” would 
be “ m ash een ,” Dr 
Irvin C. Shoe­ 
maker reveals in “ Noah Webster, 
pioneer of Learning,” just published 
by the Columbia University Press. 
As early as 1789 Webster, who was 
one of the first to advocate a uni­ 
versal sy s te m cf A m erican e d u c a ­ 
tion, urged th a t all superfluous silent 
letters be om itted, so th a t the words 
“ b r e a d ,” “ give,” “ built,” “ m e a n t ” 
and 
“ frie n d ”

Webster, said to have been fired 
I with patriotic zeal at the close of

all r a n k s . ” The simplification, he 
held, would also c re a te a national 
la n g u a g e which would prove a bond 
of national unity and would m a k e it 
n ecessary to print A m erican books 
in the United States. It would re­ 
duce the n u m b e r of letters to such 
an extent th a t one page in eighteen 
would be s a v e d in the a v e r a g e book, 
and would aid children and adults 
ai learning the language.
